Since it 
hath beene my hap (dere Lady) heere in Verona, to paſſe my 
time in ſtudious exerciſe, accoꝛding to the long deſired wiſhe 
of my Parentes: J haue one wap pꝛoſited, and an other way 
pꝛocured in peryll, foꝛ caſting mine eyes among the renow⸗
